We 
used to associate with Brother Paxton 
early in the eíghties in the G. B. church, 
but the unjust rulings of that body forced 
him to seek amore congenial home. Here 
we held a love feast wilh the little band 
of believers. They are only eight in 
iiumber, but a morè faithful little com- 
pany we have seldom found. They are 
earnest and command the respect of all. 
'l'he services were held in an M. E. church 
in Seward. Owing to th* inclement 
weather on the evening of the feast, and 
Ihe limited publication of the nieeting.the 
attendance was not large. But the meet- 
ing was a spiritual one, and one we shall 
long remember. We tried to preach 
Christ to them on Sunday, and Sunday 
evening following the feast. And on Mon- 
day, June I, we were conveyed by 
Brother Paxton to Great Bend, and re- 
turned to Nickerson. Held a parting 
meetíng with the brethren and friends at 
aschoolhouse in Rice Co., northof Nick- 
erson, where we held a meeting eight 
years ago. The next morníng, June 4, 
we took our leave accompanying Brother 
Beer to Hutchinson, by private convey- 
ance. To us this was very plcasant. It 
afforded us opportunity of viewing the 
country and looking over the iminense 
fields of growing corn and the vast amount 
cribbed up, of last year's crop. Ai 
Hutchinson, we took the train for home. 
Reached home in evening of sanie day, 
found all well, except a little grandson, 
who was suffering from an attack of chol- 
era infantum, but thank God, he is re- 
covering again. After a few day's rest, 
we went to Fairview, Neosho Co.-, Kans., 


to attend a feast with the brethren at that 
place. Services commenced at 3 o'clock 
p. m. on the i3th inst. After the opening 
service an invitation was given and two 
responded to the call, and were baptized 
and confirmed bcforethe feast. A deacon 
was electedandinstalledalso at this meet- 
ing. The lot felí uponour beloved brother 
Hamilton, whom we belteve feels the re- 
sponsibility of the position, and will make 
in our opinion, an earnest, enlhusiastic 
worker in ihe Lord's vineyard. 

This little congregation is wifhout a 
pastor, but are negotiating for one, and it 
is to be hoped that they may secure one 
soon. They have a very comfortable 
house, free from debt, the only Brethren 
church in all South- eastern Kansas. The 
work of the churches in this section is 
moving along slowly, with little friclion. 
Two of our tnembers have been drawn 
away by the Seventh Day Advent delusion 
and three have taken out letters. Yet 
notwithstanding, our gains exceed our 
losses, and we take courage. Pray for 
us. We do not know that we shall be able 
to attend conference this year, but pray 
Almighty God to directall its deliberations.
